Expresses  Joy  on  Return  to 
*‘Seems  Like  Real 
School  Again”;  Attends 
Many  Conventions  While 
on  Eastern  Trip. 


The  fact  that  everyone  rejoiced  at 
the  return  of  President  F.  S.  Harris 
was  evidenced  by  the  applause  given 
him  by  the  Student  Body  as  he  en- 
tered the  assembly  in  College  Hall 
last  Monday  morning.  Short  talks 
were  given  by  President  Harris.  G. 
II.  Brimhatl  and  Professor  G.  Oscar 
Russell. 

President  Harris  Talks 
“The  alumni  of  the  Young  Univer- 
sity  are  proving  themselves  to  be 
real  leaders,”  announced  President 
Harris  in  his  talk  before  the  students. 
He  said  that  he  had  seen  many  of  the 
old  students  on  his  trip,  and  that  most 
of  them  were  holding  prominent  posi- 
tions. “They  are  typical  B.  Y.  U. 
students  in  this  because  the  school  is 
made  up  of  leaders.” 

President  Harris  commented  on  the 
fact  that  the  B.  Y'.  U.,  as  a school,  is 
homogenous,  and  that  it  differs  from 
most  schools  on  this  point.  “We  are 
the  same  because  we  are  a body  of 
intelligent  people,  we  do  not  have 
the  influence  of  the  slums  or  the 
snobbishness  of  the  extremely 
-wealthy.”  He  concluded  by  express- 
ing his  joy  in  returning  to  the  school 
again. 

Returns  Sunday. 

President  Harris  returned  h^me 
Sunday  evening  from  a highly  edu- 
cational and  enjoyable  trip,  bringing 
with  him  many  splendid  plans  for  the 
improvement  of  our  institution.  While 
away  he  attended  four  large  educa- 
tional conventions  in  New  York  and 
Washington  and  visited  a number  of 
the  leading  institutions  of  the  East. 
At  the  University  of  Chicago  he  found 
Professor  Wilford  M.  Poulson  doing 
excellent  work  in  the  school  of  Phy- 
chology.  He  also  visited  Columbia 
Cornell  and  Iowa  State  College  while 
in  that  section  of  the  country. 
Problems  Discussed  at  Convention- 
President  Harris  reports  that  at  all 
of  the  conventions  a great  deal  of  at- 
tention was  given  to  the  invitation  of 
rural  education  and  plans  were  dis- 
cussed to  make  education  in  rural 
districts  equal  to  that  of  c;ty  districts. 
Another  problem  that  was  widely  dis- 
cussed was  the  comparative  values  of 
the  large  and  small  colleges.  The

Hall,  Wednesday,  November  22nd. 
Her  subject  was,  “Obedience  to  the 
Laws  of  God.”

J.  Grant. ' The  other  winners  were 
Minnie  Crawford  of  the  Junior  Col- 
lege and  Inez  Warnick  from  the 
secondary  training  school.  The  others 
contesting  were  Ruby  Smith  of  the 
upper  division,  Radcliff  Allred,  lower 
division,  and  Paul  Dixon  of  the  high 
school. 

Interesting  Oration  Given. 

Miss  Christensen’s  oration  was  given 
with  much  feeling  and  sincerity.

The  committee  of  upper  classmen, 
appointed  to  make  recommendations 
for  campus  rules  of  conduct  to  be 
lived  up  to  by  the  Freshmen  of  the 
University,  offered  the  following  rec- 
ommendations which  were  passed  by 
the  Student  Body  Council: 

1 —  All  Freshmen  shall  refrain  from 
entering  the  front  door  of  the  Edu- 
cation building.  They  shall  also  re- 
frain from  entering  the  Maeser  Mem- 
orial Building  by  the  front  entrance, 
but  shall  use  the  side  or  rear  en- 
trances only.  The  above  requirements 
shall  be  enforced  during  the  entire 
school  year. 

2 —  Freshmen  shall,  after  Freshman 
day  and  extending  through  the  winter 
quarter,  wear  green  caps  of  uniform 
shape  and  color,  said  caps  to  be 
chosen  by  a committee  hereinafter 
provided  for,  Frosh  women  shall  wear 
a green  ribbon  at  least  three  inches 
wide  upon  their  hair,  or  as  a bow 
upon  their  dresses  every  Wednesday, 
commencing  after  freshman  day  and 
continuing  during  the  winter  quarter. 

3 —  After  every  intercollegiate  ath- 
letic contest  in  Provo,  the  Freshmen 
shall  have  at  least  six  men  present  at 
the  gymnasium  to  care  for  the  wants 
of  visiting  teams. 

4 —  All  upperclassmen  shall  be 
quired  to  cooperate  in  carrying  out 
the  above  regulations,  and  shall  report 
all  infractions  of  the  same  to  the 
committee  hereinafter  provided  for. 

5 —  A committee  of  five,  three  men 
and  two  women,  appointed  from  and 
by  the  Senior  Class,  shall  have  active 
supervision  of  the.  enforcement  of 
said  regulations,  and  shall  constitu- 
te a high  court  to  punish  any  in- 
fractions thereof.  This  committee 
shall  curtail  uncalled  for  action  by 
upper  class  students. 

6 —  The  sophomore  class  shall  be  the 
special  police  to  see  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  these  regulations,  and  shall 
carry  out  the  plans  and  edicts  of  the 
aforementioned  committee. 


Debating  tryouts  were  held  last 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  and  the  fol- 
lowing men  were  selected  to  repre- 
sent the  “Y”  in  the  state  Triangle  De- 
bates: Richard  Condie.

E.  H.  Harter  was  selected  to  be  a 
member  of  the  team  but  refused  the 
position.  He  will  go  in  for  the  Cali- 
fornia debate. 

Regular  Form  Used. 

The  tryouts  were  carried  out  in 
regular  debating  form.  Each  con- 
testant had  six  minutes  in  which  to 
deliver  his  speech.  Partners  were 
drawn  and  the  affirmative  and  neg- 
ative sides  of  the  question  were  given.

Of 
the  old  men.  Condie  and  Harmon 
won  over  Redlands,  California,  last 
year.  They  also  debated  in  last  year’s 
tringles.  Wentz  debated  in  the  tri- 
angle argument  and  won  the  champ- 
ionship of  the  state  in  intercollegiate 
oratory  for  1922. 

On  January  26th  the  University  of 
Utah  negative  team  will  meet  the  B. 
Y.  U.  affirmative  team  at  Provo;  the 
B,  Y.  U.  negative  team  will  meet  the 
Utah  Agricultural  College  affirmative 
team  at  Logan;  and  the  U.  A.  C.

The  judges  have  not  yet  been 
chosen.  They  will  be  selected  by  the 
members  of^the  Utah  State  Triangle 
Debating  League  which  is  composed 
of  three  men,  a representative  from 
each  of  the  universities  in  Utah. 

There  is  yet  a little  uncertainity  on 
the  question.  Next  Tuesday  at  the 
debating  council  meeting  the  question 
will  be  definitely  decided.  At  the 
same  time  the  selected  men  will  re- 
ceive their  assignments  to  the  teams 
on  which  they  are  to  debate.

The  debating  prospects  this  year  are 
brighter  than  they  have  ever  been.

By  decisively  outplaying  the  formid- 
able freshmen  from  the  State  Univer- 
sity to  the  tune  of  20  to  6,  Provo 
copped  its  first  football  championship. 
The  “Y”  Frosh  ended  the  season 
Friday  without  a single  defeat 
chalked  up  against  them. 

The  much-touted,  Utah  machine 
was  outplayed  in  every  department  of 
the  game  by  the  Young  squad  who 
displayed  a brand  of  ball  which  augers 
well  for  next  year’s  varsity.  The  ‘Y’ 
greenlings  played  straight  football, 
and  played  it  well.  Utah  desperately 
tried  to  save  her  reputation  by  play- 
ing an  aerial  game,  which  under  the 
circumstances,  was  her  only  hope. 
Forward  passes  and  spread  formation 
seemed  to  be  the  only  means  of 
ground  gaining.  In  the  first  quarter 
before  these  plays  were  used  the  ‘U’ 
machine  failed  to  make  its  yards  on  a 
first  down. 

The  “Y”  backfield,  and  particularly 
Pyne.  were  able  to  make  long  gains 
through  such  men  as  Van  Cott,  Gill- 
ispie  and  Burbidge.  Howard  was  a 
tower  of  strength  and  played  a bril- 
liant game.  Hard,  accurate  tackling 
by  the  “Y”,  Kimball  especially,  was 
characteristic  of  the  Church  School 
men.  Weak  spots  appeared  to  be 
very  few. 

“Y”  Scores  by  Forward 
The  game  began  at  2:30  with  Utah 
kicking  to  Swenson.  On  a long  pass 
Utah  intercepted  the  ball  and  kicked 
to  “Y”  stopping  them  on  the  fifteen 
yard  line.  Pyne  carried  the  oval  for 
ten  yards  on  the  first  down.  A series 
of  line  bucks  netted  the  ‘Y’  long  gains. 
Dixon  kicked  to  Utah’s  twenty  yard 
line.  They  kicked  on  first  down.  On 
a lateral  pass  twenty  yards  were  made. 
On  a place  kick  Utah  received  the 
ball  on  its  15  yard  line  and  punted 
out  of  danger.  Bird  tore  off  a fifteen 
yard  gain.  Dixon  punted;  Utah 
fumbled,  Howard  recovered  the  ball 
on  Utah’s  twenty  yard  line.  A for-, 
ward  to  Swenson  gave  the  Young 
Frosh  their  first  touchdown. 

With  the  second  quarter  Young 
continued  to  march  down  the  field. 
On  a spread  formation  Utah  garnered 
fifteen  yards,  made  its  yards  on  two 
spread  focjnations  then  made  two  un- 
successful passes.  After  consistent 
gains  by  Pyne,  Dixon  made  an  end 
run  on  a lateral  pass  for  fifteen  yards. 
Prouse  ran  in  subs  but  failed  to  stem 
the  rush.  Dixon  gained  ten  yards. 
Young  kicked  and  placed  the  ball 
on  Utah’s  twenty  yard  line.  It  was 
returned  to  the  center  of  the  field. 
Utah  was  penalized  to  their  five  yard 
line  for  holding.  Utah  booted.  Half 
ended  with  "Y”  trying  an  unsuccess- 
ful forward  pass. 

Pyne  Runs  95-yards. 

The  second  half  opened  with  the 
“Y”  Frosh  kicking  to  the  Crimson 
greenlings.  Christensen  replaced 
Mendenhall  who  was  ruled  out  for 
alleged  slugging.  Utah  was  penalized 
five  yards  for  failing  to  have  enough 
men  on  the  line  of  scrimmage.  A 
drop  kick  failed  for  the  Crimson. 
Dixon  returned  the  ball  to  the  center 
of  the  field,  “Y”  was  penalized  for 
offside,  Pryor  replaced  Christensen, 
Utah  seemed  to  be  pepping  up  and 
made  one  successful  pass  but  failed 
on  the  second.  The  “Y”  goal  was 
threatened  with  Utah  on  its  fifteen 
yard  line.  On  the  ten  yard  line  and 
fourth  down  Utah  tried  a pass.  Pyne 
intercepted  the  oval  on  the  five  yard 
line  and  ran  ninety-five  yards  for  a 
touchdown.  Broberg  pursued  him 
but  seeing  the  uselessness  of  so  do- 
ing made  a dive  from  the  rear  to  stop 
him  but  in  missing,  seriously  injured 
himself.  The  “Y”  made  a success- 
ful kick,  score  13  to  0. 

With  the  resumption  of  play  Dixon 
made  a gain  on  a successful  pass  that 
seemed  impossible.  Utah  seemed  to 
have  lost  heart.  Young  loomed  up 
menacingly  on  Utah’s  fifteen  yard 
line  where  they  were  penalized  for

Analysis  of  Provo 

City  Water  Made 

Under  the  direction  of  the  B.  Y.  U. 
Chemistry  department,  an  analysis  of 
Provo  City  water  was  recently  made 
by  A.  Wilson  Conover,  a student  in 
that  department.  According  to  Mr. 
Conover  the  analysis  was  begun 
shortly  after  school  commenced  and 
was  completed  about  October  10th. 

Some  time  ago  the  Provo  City 
Commissioners  sent  samples  of  the 
city  water  to  the  B.  Y,  University 
and  the  University  of  Utah  and  asked 
that  quantitative  analyses  be  made. 
The  University  at  Salt  Lake  reported 
only  a qualitative  examination.  Fol- 
lowing is  the  quantitative  analysis 
submitted  by  Mr.  Conover; 
sulphates,  .00296  per  cent;  carbonates, 
.00712  per  cent;  chlorides.  .000854  per 
cent;  iron  .0001  per  cent;,  calcium, 
.00338  per  cent;  magnesium,  .00138  per 
cent;  total  mineral  matter.  .0162  per 
cent.  He  also  states  that  there  is  no 
free  chlorine  or  ammonia  in  the 
water,  therefore  there  is  no  dead  vege- 
tation or  bacteria  present. 

According  to  the  report  the  city 
water  is  about  four  times  as  pure  as 
water  used  in  the  average  American 
city.  The  minerals  present  give  the 
pleasing  taste  to  the  water  and  do  not 
detract  from  its  healthfulness

The  American  Political  Science  Re-’ 
view  (November  number,  1922)  which 
is  the  official  organ  of  the  American 
Political  Science  Association,  con. 
tains  the  following  review  of  Dr 
Christen  Jensen’s  recent  book: 

“The  Pardoning  Power  in  the 
American  States,  by  Christen  Jensen, 
(The  University  of  Chicago  Press, 
pp.  vii.  143),  is  an  exhaustive  analysis 
and  criticism  of  one  of  the  functions 
of  the  American  state  executive  which 
has  hitherto  received  comparatively 
little  attention  from  political  scien- 
tists. After  tracing  the  history  of  the 
pardoning  power  in  the  coRmies  and 
the  Organization  and  methods  of 
state  pardoning  authorities  in  general, 
the  author  devotes  a chapter  to  a 
more  detailed  discussion  of  the  power 
of  pardon  in  some  half  dozen  of  the 
western  states.  There  is  also  a care- 
fully written  chapter  on  the  legal  as- 
pects of  the  pardoning  power  with 
Citation  of  numerous  cases.  As  a re- 
sult of  his  investigation  the  author 
concludes  that  throughout  the  Ameri- 
can states  in  general  there  has  not 
been  evolved  a systematic  method  to 
be  used  as  a basis  for  granting  or  re- 
fusing clemency,  and  secondly  that 
‘governors  are  not  specially  fitted  to 
be  the  final  arbiters  of  clemency  as 
they  are  in  many  states.’  For  the  first 
defect  he  recommends  the  standard- 
ization of  pardon  procedure  under 
which  a stable  policy  would  be  de 
veloped  in  each  jurisdiction,  while  for 
the  latter  defect  he  would  give  the 
final  power  to  a full-time  board  rather 
than  to  the  chief  executive.”

One  of  the  prominent  visitors  of 
the  week  was  Professor  G.  Oscar 
Russell  of  the  University  of  Utah, 
who  was  at  the  school  last  Monday. 

Professor  Russell  was  a student  of 
this  school  for  six  years.  His  first 
work  was  in  the  high  school  from 
which  he  took  a business  diploma. 
While  in  college  he  was  editor  of  the 
“White  and  Blue”  for  one  semester 
but  gave  up  the  position  to  attend 
Columbia  University.  He  took  his  A. 
B.  degree  from  this  school  in  1916. 

Professor  Russell  has  traveled  e:;c- 
tensively  in  the  United  States  and 
foreign  countries.  He  has  a know- 
ledge of  seven  languages,  being  ex- 
ceptionally versed  in  four  of  them.  He 
is  at  present  the  Professor  of  Spanish 
at  the  University  of  Utah.

The  Geology  classes  of  this  school 
took  a field  trip  to  Little  Cotton- 
wood Canyon  Saturday,  November  25, 
to  study  glaciation,  the  shore  features 
of  old  Lake  Bonneville,  and  many 
other  matters  of  geological  interest. 

The  journey  was  taken  in  trucks. 
They  first  visited  the  delta  of  old 
Provo  river  where  special  attention 
was  called  to  the  igneous  b.oulders, 
curious  formations  in  that  part  of  the 
valley,  the  origin  of  which  is  not 
known.  It  is  interesting  to  know 
• that  the  point  of  the  mountain  is 
lava  flow,  covered  with  soil,  and  that 
It  is  this  that  separates  Utah  from 
Salt  Lake  Valley. 

From  there  to  Little  Cottonwood 
Canyon  which  is  an  especially  good 
type  for  study.  The  glacier  cirques 
on  Mt.  Timpanogos  could  be  seen 
and  pointed  out.  An  excellent  view 
of  the  block  faulting  of  the  Wasatch 
mountain  was  seen. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features 
of  the  trip  was  the  mountain  of 
granite  in  the  Little  Cottonwood  can 
yon.  It  has  a great  deal  of  historical 
significance  to  Utah  people  because 
the  granite  for  the  Salt  Lake  Temple 
was  taken  from  that  mountain. 

The  trip  lasted  from  early  morning 
until  night,  but  the  crowd  kept  up 
their  enthusiasm  until  they  reached 
home.  The  fifty  people  who  went 
pronounce  it  a most  successful  trip 
and  they  hope  to  take  more  of  them 
in  the  future.

“Did  you  ever  tell  the  professor 
that  you  understood  a problem  alright 
but  you  couldn’t  explain  it?”  Jn  his 
talk  on  “The  Value  of  Public  Speak- 
ing.” Mayor  Hansen  told  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Ciceroniain  Club,  last 
Thursday  night,  why  this  peculiar  sit- 
uation arises.  “The  man  who  cannot 
explain  what  he  thinks  is  lazy,”  says 
Dr.  Hansen.  “He  lacks  proper  co- 
ordination between  the  mind  and 
body.”  The  mayor  urged  strongly 
the  securing  of  a proper  and  firm 
foundation  for  public  speaking  by 
stocking  up  on,  grammar  and  Latin. 
“Don’t  be  in  too  big  a hurry  to  get 
into  such  subjects  as  Shakespear.” 
Here  Dr.  Hansen  paid  a tribute  to 
Professor  Maeser  of  the  English  de- 
partment as  a teacher  of  grammar. 

“One  who  has  the  art  of  Public 
Speaking  can  be  extremely  useful  or 
extremely  harmful,”  said  Mayor  Han- 
sen, “because  of  his  great  power  to 
move  others  to  action.”  He  pointed 
out  how  the  world  was  stressing  the 
selling  attitude”  at  the  expense  of 
the  “giving  attitude.”

1) 
conclusion  was  drawn  that  the  small 
college  is  the  best  type  of  institution; 
and  many  of  the  larger  institutions 
are  contemplating  operating  on  a 
plan  that  will  make  them  more  near- 
ly ideal.  This  plan  will,  in  part,  do 
away  with  the  strictly  lecture  type 
of  class  instruction  and  tends  to  favor 
the  socialized  recitation.  Efforts  will 
be  made  to  obtain  a personel  card  of 
each  student  giving  his  adaptations 
and  experiences  nd  will  serve  as  a 
student  index. 

Young  University  Favored. 

In  comparing  the  Brigham  Young 
University  with  other  and  larger  in- 
stitutions, President  Harris  said,  “The 
B.  Y.  U.  students  have  a rare  oppor- 
tunity owing  to  the  homogenous 
conditions  of  our  school.  We  do  not 
have  the  slums  on  the  one  hand  and 
the  priggish  aristocrats  on  the  other. 
We  have  no  racial  question  to  com- 
bat and  we  do  not  have  the  divergent 
religious  beliefs  that  are  so  common 
in  the  East.” 

A very  high  compliment  was  paid 
the  “Y”  when  Dr.  Harris  visited  the 
Agricultural  College  of  New  Mexico. 
The  president  of  that  institution  re- 
ferred to  Lorin  Jones,  alumnus  of  this 
school,  as  the  best  county  agricultural 
agent  in  that  state.

Basic  plans  have  been  laid  to  make 
this  year’s  Loan  Fund  Ball  a success, 
both  financially  and  socially.  It  is 
dated  for  December  22nd. 

The  idea  of  a loan  fund  was  found- 
ed in  1890  by  the  ^organization  of  the 
Student  Loan  Association.  This 
association  instituted  the  building  up 
of  a fund.  In  1921  the  new  plan  was 
started.  The  ball  is  given  yearly  as 
a Sophomore  class  tradition  and  the 
funds  raised  are  turned  over  to  an 
administrative  committee,  consisting 
of  the  deans  of  the  school.  In  1921 
the  old  association  turned  over  to  the 
council  total  assets  of  $1300,  consist- 
ing of  notes  and  cash.  Last  year’s 
Sophomore  Ball  netted  $423.90,  mak- 
ing a total  of  $1723.90.  Most  of  this 
has  been  loaned.  With  the  principal 
and  interest  from  notes  received 
this  fall  the  administrative  committee 
now  has  on  hand  $302. 

The  purpose  of  the  plan  is  to  assist 
needy  students  during  the  school 
year  that  they  may  complete  their 
work.  It  provides  a fund  that  at 
any  time  may  he  borrowed,  it  insures 
a source  of  finance  and  it  requires 
only  one  person  for  security.
